Canada’s civil defence bill is 
big and still growing; but it 
would be bigger without the cit- 
izen volunteer. Under the Can- 
adian C.D. set-up each province 
and municipality is responsible 
ffor adapting broad federal pol- 
icies to the needs of its own peo- 
ple, for Ottawa exercises no ad- 
ministrative control over local 
C.D. agencies. 

Civic-minded: volunteers, ‘there- 
fore, are the backbone of civil 
defence. The bill is not small. It 
probably won’t shrink so.long as 
nuclear war is a threat: But F.F. 
Worthington, federal civil de- 
fence co-ordinator. has said: 

“To federalize civil defence, 
to plan for a provincial or mun- 
icipal government staff in all its 

ramifications, would involve a 
‘paid force numbering thoys- 
ands.” 

So far the federal government, 

im various ways, has paid the 
lion’s share. It has agreed, at con- 

| ferences. with provincial officials 
to provide training, research, 

|equipment and financial assist- 

,ance. The provinces and muni- 
cipalities are taking it from 

ithere. 

| Main federal assistance has 

ibeen in grants established in 

| 1952 on the basis of eight cents 

;per capita for the whole pro- 

i vince with another six cents per 
capita for target-area cities, For 
the first two. years the grants 
were available'on tthe basis of 

‘a federal dollar for every pro- 

'vincial dollar up to.the provin- 

| ce’s population ‘quota. In the fast 

two-years these: were extended 
to. municipalities as well, pro- 
| Viding “the province approved. 

! That is, for municipal pro- 

| jects the federal contributions 

now are made on the basis of 

50 per cent.from Ottawa,.25 per 

cent from the province and 25 

per cent from the municipality. 

If the province doesn’t. partici- 

pate financially, the federal con- 

tribution is 25 per cent direct to 
the municipality.
